Qualities of Animtl Fur

under a microscope and then make 
up her mind, it would be a icniible 
request, jays Nature Magazine. 


Furs vary widely in durability, al- 


though some of the moit expeniive 
furs are among the least durable, 
i 


The microscope reveals the reatoat I 
because it shows the itructure of 
the individual hairs and the duel to 
strength and weakness. 


A hair is a product of the outer 


layer of the skin. It growi out of 
what is known as a follicle. The 
part above the skin is a dead dried 
structure like a finger nail, living 
and growing only at iti base. At 
the hair cells multiply and puih up- 
wards, forming hair, they change. 
There is a central sort of pith and 
the outermod cells form sealet, 
overlapping like shingles on a root 
Down at the base of the hair a tiny 
manufacturing plant it turning out 
oloring matter. This it carried 
long as the hair grows. 
If we examine the hair* of various 


animals under the microscope we 
find that they differ widely in diame- 
ter; In the shape, size and arrange- 
ment of the scales; in the character 
of the pith, and in the way the color 
granules are grouped. The most 
durable hairs are those that have a 
solid pith. 


The rare sea otter is taken as a 


standard durable fur and given a 
rating of 100. On this basis it is in- 
teresting to note the comparative 
rating of other common furs, such 
as: wolverene 100, raccoon (natural) 
65, raccoon (dyed) 50, beaver 90, 
true fur-seal 80, skunk 70, mink 70,' 
muskrat 45, opossum 35, fox (nat- 
ural) 40, fox (dyed) 25, ermine 25, 
nutria or copyu rat 25, lynx 25, chin- 
chilla 15, goat 15. rabbit and hare 
5. mole 5.

White Biion Held Sacred 


By Most Indian Tribes 


.One ot the most *acred animals 


in the wcrld is a white bison, com- 
pared with which the white elephant 
of Siam or Burma hardly ranks for 
holiness. It is venerated by nearly 
all tribes of the plains Indians, *ay 
ethnologists ot the Smithsonian in- 
stitution. 
In times past, before the 


Sioux, Crow and other tribes had 
made much progress in accepting 
the ways of the white man, the hide 
of the creature was so valued that 
an Indian would trade his best 
horses for one, although he would 
not part with them for any other 
consideration whatsoever. 


Among many primitive peoples 


white animals, albinos and other- 
wise-, have been endowed with super- 
natural virtues. The animal selected 
for this reverence is usually one 
closely associated with the life of 
the people, like the elephant in Bud- 
dhist countries. The ordinary bison 
was the plains Indian's source of 
livelihood. It provided him with food 
and clothing and, with the hides used 
for making tents, shelter. 


Long before the Indians had guns 


and horses they killed the bison by 
driving them into pens or over the 
brinks of high embankments. Ac- 
cording to a story from the Atsina 
Indians, the meat and hide of a 
herd

slaughtered was not 


touched if a white bison was among 
the carcasses.

It is the story of how two 
young men with a small capital and a big idea founded the world's 
first mail order business. 


A. Montgomery Ward and 


the "Golden Rule" 


The name "Montgomery Ward1 . 
taken directly from one of its found 
ers, A. Montgomery Ward. Earl> 
interested in merchandising, Ware 
traveled rural sections of the countrj 
as a salesman. He deplored the fac 
that the accepted attitude of busincs- 
towards its customers was "let the 
buyer beware." Ward believed that 
by substituting the "Golden Rule" he 
would_ be able to offer a better mer- 
chandising service to rural areas. He 
interested a friend, George R. Thome, 
in this idea, and despite the fact that 
business men of that day looked upon 
their idea as a "wildcat" venture, 
they rented a tiny room on North 
Clark Street, in Chicago. 


Orders Pour In 


The response to their first "circular,' 
in which they promised "satisfaction 
guaranteed or your money back,' 
\\as much greater than the two part- 
ners ever dreamed. Their small stock 
was quickly sola out. Humble though 
it was, the beginning of the mail 
order business proved to be the start 
of a great revolution in the mer- 
chandising practices of the time. 


Business Expands 


After a short while the small space 
:ou!d not accommodate all of their 
itocks, so they moved to larger quar- 
ters. The iamous Tower Building, a 


Chicago landmark on Michigan Bou- 
levard, was erected by the firm in 
1899, and not long thereafter, the 
Company began to build large branch 
mail order houses at strategic ship- 
ping centers. Today there are nine 
such branch houses, covering the 
country from coast to coast. 


Retail Stores Started 


In 1928, the Company entered a new 
Seld of merchandising ... the retail 
store. The idea of over-the-counter 
service originated with the opening of 
a display store,'1 in which the Com- 
pany merely intended to exhibit se- 
ected items from the catalog. So 
nsistent were customers that they be 
allowed to take merchandise with 
hem that the firm decided to experi- 
ment with an actual retail store. 
The response to these new units re- 
ulted in rapid expansion, so that 
oday, 67 years after its founding, the 
Company operates over 600 retail 
mits in addition to its huge mail 
rder business.

MIGRATORY WORKERS 


New Jersey is having a problem with the 


workers who come up from the south to 
work seasonally in the potato fields. Towns- 
people complain that after the season is over, 
instead of returning, they go on relief in the 
towns. Departments of health have trouble 
enforcing sanitary regulations in the camps 
where they live while working. Local work- 
ers complain that the work ought to be done 
by local residents instead of those from a 
distance. 


The whole migratory work problem is one

There are seasons in the wheat 
fields when extra help is needed. There are 
tomato picking seasons elsewhere. If work- 
ers who move from place to place with the 
sun are necessary for gathering harvests, 
then there must be regulations for their 
proper living and moving.

SYMPTOMS OF GOITRE 


MULES AND PEOPLE 


"If Henry Ford said recently, as reported, 


ihat the coming of the low-cost tractor meant 
ihe'end of mules in the nation," says an edi- 
torial in the New York Times, "he must have 
overlooked for the moment the trait for 
which the mule is best known." 


And if the Times is adopting the statement 


for its own, it is overlooking the trait for 
which that highly respected journal Is best 
known. That is, its command of good Eng- 
lish. 


For a "nation," as any dictionary will 


verify, is the people in a country—not the 
country itself. The writer is evidently calling 
mules people, or people mules.

Now that so many readers know that one of the 


outstanding hymptoms of goitre is rapid beating of 
the heart, there is an increasing number who have 
stopped worrying about heart disease but are won- 
dering if they have an early goitre. 


As a matter of fact, no one should wonder or 


worry about heart disease or goitre as both condi- 
tions can be readily detected by the family physi- 
cian. The use of the electrocardiograph when heart 
disease is suspected, and of the metabolism (rate at 
which body processes work) test for suspected goi- 
tre help the physician when he finds it necessary 
to get more complete information about the case. 


This symptom of rapid beating of the heart is of- 


ten the first clue the physician obtains of goitre, 
and yet now that this symptom is so well known, it 
might cause many individuals to worry unnecessar- 
ily. They count their pulse frequently during the 
day and perhaps the first tiling m the morning and 
the last thing at night. The heart rale seems to be 
"always" fast. 
Some reassuring information comes to us from 


Drs. G. E. Bcilby and J. C. McClintock, Albany, in 
the New York Slate Journal of Medicine. 


"One of the most helpful findings in learning 


whether or not goitre is present is tacchycardia 
(rapid heart beat.) In doubtful cases, the pulse rate 
should be studied while the patient is in bed and 
resting over a period of several days. A persistently 
high pulse (one that is high during sleep) is very 
likely to show that goitre is present, while a heart 
rate that drops to normal alter a few hours of rest 
in bod, and goes up rapidly after slight exertion, us- 
ually means that goitre is not present" 


There are, of course, other signs and symptoms 


present in goitre — nervousness, trembling indiges- 
tion, sleeplessness. However this knowledge that 
absolute rest for hours (or d<oys sometimes) will not 
slow down the heart rate where goitre is present 
but will slow it down if goitre is not present should 
be worth much to all those who are in doubt about 
the cause of a rapid heart beat.

Roosevelt is following precedent 
by issuing a plea for peace and 
suggesting a machinery for resolv- 
ing the disputes. 


When the German chancellor 


decides to back down, or to try 
for a diplomatic victory, he must 
avail himself of some of these 
mediation plans. He may choose 
Premier Mussolini again.

consideration for these people 


The British and French spokes- 


men insist that they will make 
concessions, but will not surrender 
o threats of force, yet Hitler 
gamed nothing by sitting down at 
he conference table until he be- 
;an to have armament behind him 
o enforce his threats. 
The game of fdrce versus reason 


s apparently a difficult one to play 
until both sides are equally strong 
n a military sense, but this is be- 
ause the British and French gov- 
rnments have never demonstrated 
onclusively to the German people 
hat "reason" means economic aid 
vithout which arise those internal 
onditions that make it easy for 
ictatorships to perpetuate them- 
erves. 
The outlook is for a peaceful set- 


tlement despite the war moves— 
for there will be no war through 
formal declaration this time, no 
commitments, even if troops begin 
firing on one another and skir- 
mishes begin. This is an era of un- 
declared wars and face-saving 
peace conferences.

Many Plants Abandoned 
j Claude Baker Nominated 


By Steel Firms in U. S 


Since 1926 the steel industry ha 


abandoned or dismantled a total o 
173 blast furnaces, 39 plants for pro- 
ducing steel ingots anil 144 plants for 
producing finished iron and stee 
products. 


The total number of employees in 


the industry, however, has increased 
sharply during the period. A new 
peak for the number employed in the 
industry was established in 1937, in- 
dicating that the improved technol- 
ogy of steel production has not de- 
creased employment, while the total 
number at work ir 1939 is substan- 
tialy higher than in 1925. 


These facts have been determined 


by the American Iron and Steel In- 
stitute from a study of reports fur- 
nished by companies in the indus- 
try. 


Substantially all of the plants 


which were abandoned or scrapped 
had been rendered obsolete or in- 
efficient by the improved technolo- 
gy of steel and iron production. Few- 
er than a dozen plants were 'aban- 
doned as a direct result of mergers 
or consolidations. 
' 


The decline in productive capacity 


from the abandonment of obsolete 
plants has been more than offset by j
